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ARRL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REVIEWS 
PRELIMINARY 5 MHz BAND PETITION 
The ARRL Executive Committee has reviewed 
a preliminary draft Petition for Rule Making 
seeking a new US ham band in the vicinity of 5 
MHz. Experimental operation at 5 MHz under 
a license issued to the ARRL has been going on 
since 1999. Participants in the ARRL WA2XSY 
experimental operation have established that 
an allocation at 5 MHz could improve 
emergency communication capabilities by 
filling the gap between 80 and 40 meters. 
On a motion from Southwestern Division 
Director Fried Heyn, WA6WZO, the EC agreed 
that the petition should seek a domestic 
secondary amateur allocation around 5 MHz 
with a bandwidth of 150 kHz. Executive 
Committee members will review the completed 
draft petition before it's filed with the FCC, 
possibly before the next ARRL Board meeting 
in July. 
An amateur allocation in the vicinity of 5 MHz 
long has been an objective of the International 
Amateur Radio Union. The IARU's 
Administrative Council has approved a goal of 
- "a narrow allocation, even on a shared basis in 
the vicinity of 5 MHz." Winning an allocation at 
5 MHz--even on a domestic basis could take 
gam several years. Securing an international 
allocation will be more difficult and take even 
longer. Consideration of an allocation at 5 MHz 
is not on the agenda for WRC-03 nor on the 
preliminary agenda for WRC-05/06. 
A review of FCC-related issues dominated the 
May 5 Executive Committee session in Dallas. 
In other matters, the Executive Committee was 
told that an FCC Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making still is expected soon in response to the 
ARRL's petition, RM-9404, seeking Amateur 
Radio access to the 
low-frequency spectrum. Filed in late 1998, the 
ARRL petition asks the FCC to establish LF 
allocations in the vicinity of 1386 kHz and 
between 160 and 190 kHz.ARRL General 
Counsel Chris Imlay, W3KD, also told the 
Committee that the ARRL's Application for 
Review that seeks to clarify the FCC's PRB-1 
limited preemption policy with respect to 
amateur antennas is pending before the full 
Commission. The ARRL wants the full 
Commission to review--and reverse--an FCC

SOME HISTORY OF OUR FIELD DAY SITE 

Fort Washington State Park consists of 493 acres in 
eastern Montgomery County. The park lies between the 
towns of Fort Washington and Flourtown along the 
Bethlehem Pike. It is approximately two miles from PA 
Turnpike exit 26. 

Fort Washington State Park and the community of Fort 
Washington take their name from the fort built here by 
soldiers of the American Revolution in the fall of 1777. 
Whitemarsh, as the area was called then, was the scene 
of the encampment of 12,000 soldiers of General 
Washington’s army from November 2 until December 11, 
1777. 

Following the unsuccessful battle of Germantown, 
Washington chose the heights of the Whitemarsh Valley 
as an easily defendable position. From here he pondered 
the possibility of launching an attack against General 
Howe’s British army in Philadelphia. 

Although Washington decided against an attack, the 
British marched out from Philadelphia on December 5 to 
try to engage the Americans in battle. Because of 
Washington's strong position, only local skirmishes took 
place. After much marching back and forth, Howe led his 
army back to Philadelphia on December 8. 

Knowing his poorly clad men needed better quarters, and 
also to protect the iron forges and foundries in the 
Schuylkill Valley, Washington left Whitemarsh on 
December 11, 1777, and marched the Continental Army 
to Valley Forge. There the American spirit had its first 
rendezvous with destiny. 

Although Fort Washington State Park is beyond the 
boundaries of Philadelphia, the city’s famous Fairmount 
Park Commission began acquiring land here in the early 
1920s. The commission, with the assistance of the 
Secretary of the Pennsylvania Department of Forests 
and Waters, administered the park until 1953 when an 
Act by the State Legislature turned the park over to the 
former Department of Forests and Waters, now the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources

Kachina Chief Engineer Doug Smith, KF6DX, 
said he's.sad to see the product line come to an 
end. "Some might say that this is another blow to 
Amateur Radio, but I would say it is just an 
indicator of the need to adapt to changing 
conditions," he said. "The Amateur Radio Service 
should see several exciting developments in the 
coming years, including digital voice, high-speed 
digital modes, remote control and further 
improvements in so-called software-defined 
radios, to name a few." 

Smith said some new ICs and other components 
now becoming available "will continue to fuel 
advancement of the state of the communications 
art." 

Smith says he'll be moving on "to greener 
pastures,” but will continue to edit 
QEX/Communications Quarterly for the ARRL. 
Sherman Leifer, W4FLA, owner of M&S 
Computer Products in Boonton, New Jersey, 

sold more 505DSPs than all other major US 
dealers combined. "I have found the 505DSP to be 
among the finest radios on the market,” he said. 
"I got involved with the product because of its 
performance and because I saw tremendous 
possibilities for it.” 
Leifer said that "with all due respect" to Cameron 
Earnshaw, he thinks "many opportunities were 
missed and now may be lost" as a result of 
Kachina's decision.
